Thousands, Unable to Get In, 
Listen to Sermons at Over- 
flow Meetings---Many Others 
Not Even Able to Get Into 
Building---Morgan to Remain 
in Atlanta Until Next Monday. 


Speaking before one of the largest 
crowds ever agsembied in Atlanta, Dr. 
G. Campbell Morgan, the greatest Eng- 
lish divine of modern times, for an 
hour held spellbound his audience yes- 
terday afternoon at the Auditorium- 
Armory. 

At 2 o'clock, an hour before Dr. Mor- 
gan was to speak. the huge auditorium 
was filled to eapacity. As the hour 
drew near for the opening of the serv- 
ices the crowd multiplied. At 2:80 ten 
thousand people were packed and jam- 
med into every seat, every aisie and 
every available space, even the ushers 
being, unable to find a way through. 

Outside three thousand more were 
endeavoring to obtain entrance, and 
from every direction lines of people 
were proceeding toward the bullding. 
The crush grew greater and greater. 
Finally drastic measures were resorted 
to, and the big doors were closed in 
the faces of a multitude who arrived 
too late.

Discussing All Denominations, 
He Says Roman Catholics Are 
Furthest From Having True 
Church--Conference on Evan- 
gelism Is Concluded. 


The. state-wide canference on evan- 
gelisth which has been conducted for 
the past ten days at the Wesley Memo- 
church under the auspices of the 
North and South Georgia Conferences 
of the Methodist church, came to a 
close last night with a strong sermfbdn 
by Bishop E. E. Hoss, of Nashville. 

Going into an analysis of the church, 
Bishop Hoss declared that denomina- 
tionalism was a “healthy thing” for 
Christianity, as he pointed out in his 
belief that one church could never 
serve the whole world. 

Criticises the Catholics. 
took up each denomination, and 
found each wanting in some particular 
that made it the true church, but the 
denomination that he said was furthest 
from being perfect’ was the Roman 
Catholic. 

“The Catholic church is too broad and 
too narrow.’ Bishop Hoss said. He 
'declared that the whole system was 
noted for its schisme, sechismatic in 
that there was continuous quarreling 
within the tnner circles of the denom- 
ination. 

Rishop Hiss said that he knew of no 
perfeot church, that the only true 
church was invisible, and that to reach 
that invisible type he believed all de- 
'nominatione were making earnest ef- 
' fort.

Augusta, Ga., s.arch 12.—President 
Taft rested today from the somewhat 
strenuous beginning of his vacation 
yesterday, when he spent nearly four 
hours on the golf links. The president 
was thoroughly tired out when he left 
Washington. The busy day he spent in 
Atlanta on Friday, when he was stead- 
ily on the go for twelve hours, did not 
tend to help matters very much and 
today he felt the fatigue of the past 
few months quite keenly. The presi- 
dent hopes during the coming week, 
however, to g-eatly benefit from the 
present outing. He will not attempt 
any work on his message to the extra 
session of congress until after return- 
ing to Washington, where he will have 
an opportunity to consult with both 
Senate and house leade¢ers to a 
program. 

Pardon Papers Remain Sealed. 


It is not known as yet whether the 
president will attempt to dispose of 
the Morse and Walsh pardon cases. He 
brought the voluminous papers in both 
‘cases with him, but has not opened 
| either set. Mr. Taft is very thorough 
in dealing with all pardon matters and 
has made it a rule to read and digest 
ee of the evidence in each case pre- 
sented to him. He devotes as much 
time to the cases as would a judge on 
the bench, and does not rely entirely 
upon the recommendations of the de- 
partment of justice or the attorney 
general.

It is a coincidence in connection with 
the case of Charles W. Morse that the 
convicted banker’s attorney, Martin W. 
Littleton, of New York, is enjoying a 
two weeks’ vacation here prior to go- 
ing to Washington, where he will as- 
sume his new duties as a representa- 
tive in congress from the Oyster Bay 
district. 

Two reports regarding th orse 
case were current here tonight.

Child Labor Conference Plans 
Active Campaign---Birming- 
ham Meeting Closes. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 12.—The 
seventh annual! session of the National 
Child Labor Conference was ended this 
afternoon with a meeting at which 
the principal speakers were Dr. Felix 
Adler, of New York, and Miss Jane Ad- 
dams, of Chicago. This session of the 
conference was voted the greatest in 
the history of the movement. 

The work of the conference, in which 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt and other 
men and wemen of national prominence 
assisted, was directed mainly towards 
securing uniform child labor laws. A 
vigorous plan was proposed also for 
prohibiting child labor on the stage. 

The sessions of the conference have 
attracted vast numbers of the people 
of Alabama, among whom the national 
child labor movement originated, and a 
widespread interest has been revived.

The government is making vast 
preparations to afford the troops and 
warship crews ample medical protec- 
tion in their operations in the south. 
The hospital ship Selace, equipped as 
a floating infirmary, will participate 
in the maneuvers. She will leave 
Guantanamo immediately for New 
York or Norfolk with eighty sick from 
the battleship fleet now in Cuban 
waters, and then will be fitted out as 
a medical supply ship in addition to 
her use as a hospital vessel, and sent 
to join the vessels of Rear Admiral! 
Staunton’s division of the Atlantic 
fleet ordered to Guantanamo. The med- 
ical staff of the Prairie and Dixie, 
the vessels which have been selected 


to carry the large force of marines 
to Guantanamo, has been increased to 
meet the needs of the augmented per- 
sonnel of the ships. Extensive prepa- 
rations are being made likewise by 
Surgeon General Torney of the army 
to take care for any length of time

IN BLOODY nil] 
RAUES ENGAGE 


As Result of Stabbing of 
Soldier at Galveston. 


White Mob Gathers in “Red 
Light” District, Beats Negroes | 
and Burns House in Front of 
Which Soldier Was Stabbed. 
One Policeman Stabbed. 


Galveston, Texas, March 12.—A race 
riot was precipitateq early today by 
the stabbing of Winfield Joel, a soldier 
from the camp at Fort Crockett, by an 
unknown negro tn the red light dis- 
trict of Galveston. 

One Mexican and four negroes were 
severely beaten and the house in 
front of which the stabbing occurred 
was set on fire and burned to the 
ground. The entire police force of 
the city was called out to quell toe 
disturbance. 

Joel. who is a member of the 144th 
company, coast artillery, stationed at 
Fort Moultrie, Charleston, S. C., lies 
in Sealy hospital seriously wounded, 
with a deep knife wound in the chest 
just above the heart. He probably will 
recover. 

The policeman patrolling the beat 
was stabbed in the back by another 
soldier during the melee immediately 
following the wounding of Joel. He 
was not seriously hurt. 

Remark About Color Caused Riot. 

An invidious remark made by one of 
Joel’s companions about the color of 
the occupants of the house where the 
trouble occurred, is supposed to have 
caused the attack. Joe] was about 
to open the door of the place, it is 


adjacent window, and stabbed ‘him. 
He fell into the gutter unconscious, 
and immediately a great crowd gath- 
ered, composeg of soldiers and civil- 
fans of both colors. 

The soldiers and white civilians at- 
tacked every negro in sight and set 
fire to the house. The solitary police- 
man who appeared and attempted to 
restore order likewise was set upon 
and wounded. Realizing his inability 
to cope with the situation single- 
handed, the officer sent in a riot call, 
and in a short time every avaliable 
policeman in Galveston was on. the 
soene. 

The fire department had great diffi- 
culty in fighting the fire on account of 
the crowd. In the meantime another 
house in the vicinity also was set on 
fire. but the firemen were able to ex- 
tinguish the blaze without much dif- 
ficulty. 

Lines of Hose Cut by Mob. 

Several lines of hose which were be- 
ing played upon the first fire were cut 
by the mob, and the firefighters had to 
abandon the house to the flames and 
content themselves with saving the 
buildings adjoining. 

Order finally was restored and the sol- 
dier who is supposed to have stabbed 
the policeman was arresteq on the 
charge of assault with intent to kill. 
His name is Alfred Burkwalter, a pri- 
vate in the Fifteenth company, from 
Fort Barrancas, Florida. 

Colonel Bailey, who is ip command 
of the provisional regiment to which 
the soldiers are attached, is investi- 
gating the affair dnd a court-martial 
probably will be ordered.

Mrs. Max Wright, Writing to 
Her Father, Declares Diaz Is 
Unable to Cope With the 
Rebels---Manifest Hatred for 
All Americans. 


Thomasville, Ga., March 12.—(Spe- 
cial.) —A letter has just been received 
by Mr. R. W. Whiddon, of this city, 
from his.daughter, Mrs. Max: Wright, 
who, with her husband, a Georgian, 
is now in Mexico City. 

Mrs. Wright states that her brother, 
Mr. Henry Whiddon, had been trying 
to return to the United States, he be- 
ing also a resident of Mexico, but he 
was stopped before reaching the bor- 
der and ordered to return to Mexico 
City. 

Mrs. Wright states that no news of 
what is going on is allowed to be 
printed, and the country abroad knows 
nothing of what is really going on 
in Mexico. She says that everything 
is in a state of unrest, and business is 
disorganized. Provisions are very high, 
and if the revolution is not stopped 
in the next few months the people are 
afraid that they will not be able to 
get food at any price. 

President Diaz is sick, and the fed- 
troops under his control seem 
unable to successfully cope with the 
revolutionists. She says the chief 
concern is the protection of Ameriean 
life and. property, there being a mani- 
fest hatred of all Americans, and a de- 
sire to jeopardize whatever interests 
they have in that country. 

Mrs. Wright's hugband is in the 
printing business, and is in a position 
to know how matters are censored and 
suppressed. She would, of course, be 
glad to leave, but can find no way of 
getting across the border.

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People of Northern Mexico Are 
in Panic as Result of 
Revolution, 


MANY CITIES. BESIEGED 
AND PEOPLE LACK FOOD 


Revolutionists Are Not Dismay- 
ed by Diaz’s Order for War 
of Extermination---The Rebels 
Will Retaliate by Giving “No 
Quarter”’---Railroads Are Be- 
ing Destroyed in Northern 
Mexico. 


El Paso, Texas, March 12.—Condi- 
tions bordering on panic reign almost 
throughout northern Mexico tonight. 
Stirred by the belief that the revolu- 
tionary movement has reached a criti- 
cal stage, the insurrectos in the states 
of Chihuahua and Sonora are reported 
to have resumed activity in tearing up 
railroads and telegraph wires. 

Numerous towns, according to re- 

ports, are under siege by the insur- 
rectos, and thousands of women and 
children cut off from food supplies are 
rendered helpless. 
Following the receipt of corrected 
details concerning the battle of Casas, 
Gandes, a town of perhaps 500 people. 
about 60 miles southwest of El Paso. 
where the men were killed last Mon- 
day, news reached here of a fight at 
noon today at Agua Prieta, on the bor- 
der across the river from Douglas, 
Ariz. Five hundred insurrectos at- 
tacked 3800 federal troops, but were 
repulsed with a total of 35 dead and 
wounded on both sideg. 

The fighting was short, and the in- 
surrectos, armed only with rifles. soon 
scattered under the fire of a machine 
gun. 

15 Americans Killed: 17 Captured. 

What is believed to be a reliable re- 
port of the casualties at Casas Grandes 
says that 15 Americans were killed and 
17 Americans were taken prisoners.

Lieutenant Colonel Guiseppi Gari- 
baldi, Raoul Madero, brother of Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, so-called provisional 
president of the insurrectos; Captain 
Guitierrez de Lara and Lieutenant I. 
Valencia, of El Paso. 

Captain Eduardo May, a Mexican, of 
Madero’s personal staff, was not killed. 
but was taken prisoner. Raoul Madero 
was wounded. 

R. F. Harrington, a former sergeant 
in the United States army. who lived at 
El Paso; Robert E. Lee and Robert 
Evans, of San Francisco, and Roy 
Glenn, a boy of Mineral Springs, Texas. 
were killed. The names of other Amer- 
icans killed or taken prisoners are not 
known. 

A letter written by Madero was re- 
celved here today, in which he denjed 
he made another attack on the town 
after he was driven away. He asserts, 
however, that he has gathered A 
force of 1,000 men, and is now within 
a few miles of the town. His explana- 
tion of the defeat is that several of the 
scouts sent out to reconnoiter before 
the attack failed to report the coming 
of Colonel Cuellar with a federal force.

Little Food in Chihuahua.

under General Juan Hernandez, while 
looked upon as sufficient protection 
Against an- attack, is thought to have 
more than ordinarily depleted rations.

BANDS OF ARMED MEN PILLAGE 
LOWER CALIFORNIA TOWNS 

Tia Juana, Lower California, Mexico, 
March 12.—Bands of armed men are 
pillaging ranches and isolated ham- 
lets in Lower California near the inter- 
national boundary line. These men 
under the leadership of desperate 
characters who make no claim to pa- 
triotism. 

One band captured the village of 
Tecarte last Sunday and shot up the 
place. This band was under the lead- 
ership of German S88. Salinas, a half- 
breed, who has renamed himself “Fran- 
clgco” Salinas. He is a former em- 
ployee of the Mexican customs service, 
and is said to have escaped from Tia 
Juana jail, where he was confined for 
stealing. 

Salinas has elghteen mounted —fol- 
lowers, and half a dozen others on 
foot. He has sent word to Tia Juana 
that he intends to shoot up the town. 

Another band is supposedly under 
the leadership of one “Dorsey,” and 
was recruited near El Cajon, near San 
Diego, California. 

Captain Evans, U. S.'A., in command 
of the border, has asked for more men. 
He is now endeavoring to patrol fifty 
miles of wild mountainous country 
with sixty men, assisted by two lone 
riders of the immigration bureau.

Mexico City, March 12.—After having 
cut the telegraph wires and torn up 
enough of the railroaa to stop com- 
munication between Torreon and Du- 
rango, a band of 300 rebels was twice 
engaged in battle yesterday by a force 
of 100 federals, according to dispatches 
received here today. The first engage- 
ment took place at El Coyote, an hact- 
enda near Saucillo. A number of fed- 
erals were killed before the rebels 
were foreed to retreat, leaving sixty 
dead on the field. It is reported that 
among these were six Americans. 

Another small detachment of gov- 
ernment troops attacked the fleeing 
rebels at the Hactenda Colima, inflict- 
ing further losses. It is reported that 
among those killed at FE! Coyote was 
the rebel leader Ortiz. 

SAN ANTONIO CAMP TURNED 
INTO SEA OF MUD BY RAIN 

San Antonio, Texas, March 12.—A 
heavy rain early today turned the ma- 
neuverg camp into a sea of mud, but 
despite the churning of thousands of 
feet of sight-seers, the hot sun dried 
it rapidly. 

The only discomfort was suffered by 
the Fifteenth .infantry, the men of 
which have only the doubtful protec- 
tion of shelter tents.

REBELS CLASH | 
WITH FEDERALS 


Eleven Men Killed and 
Many Are Wounded. 


Battle Occurred Just Across 
Border From Douglas, Ariz., 
and Was Witnessed by United 
States Troops---Rebels Re- 
treated After Hour’s Fight. 


Dovgias, Ariz, March 1%,-—Eleven 
federal soldiers dead, eleven wounded. 
with the losses to the rebels unknown. 
is the result of a battle just east of 
Agua Prieta today. 

The opposing forces were 600 insur- 
rectos, under General Jose de la Luz 
Blanco, and a federal force of 300, di- 
rected by Colonel Mora. 

The battle was spectacular. and was 
witnessed by several thousand Amer!l- 
cans, many of whom rushed close to the 
battlefield while the firing was at its 
height. After the smoke had cleared 
away it was Americans in automobiles 
who gave the first aid to the infured, 
hurrying: them to Agua Prieta, where 
American physicians were in readiness 
to asbSist the Mexican army surgeons... 

If any rebels were killed or wound- 
ed they were taken back to the moun- 
tains by their comrades. 

Federals Shunned Trap. 

The battle lasted an hour, and it is 
believed the retreat that followed was 
for the purpose of drawing the federals 
into the canyon where the main body 
of Blanco’s force was stationed. The 
federals, however, after a_i spirited 
pursuit, rallied and returned to Agua 
Prieta, refusing to be entrapped. 

Both the Mexican authorities and the 
Americans in Douglas learned today 
that the rebel camp was only a few 
miles east of Douglas. 

When it was seen that the rebels 
were advancing on the town the com- 
missioner of police in Agua Prieta, 
Laborio Vasquez, telephoned to Cap- 
tain Johnstone, commander of the 
Third VU. 8. cavalry at Douglas, and 
within 15 minutes the troops had gal- 
loped through the city and established 
a perfect patrol along the lines. 

‘rom Agua Prieta, the federal troops 
swept up, advancing rapidly toward 
the rebel line, approaching from the 
east. 

The Battle Begins. 

When about half a mile from the 
rebels, the federals crouched low and 
waited the oncoming. of the enemy. 
The rebels continued to advance until 
within 500 yards of the federa] line, 
At this moment the federals arose 
from their knees and began firing. 

The rebels deployed to the right and 
left, shooting from their horses, and 
then dropping from thelr saddles to 
fire from their knees. At the first 
volley several federal soldiers dropped. 

The rebels after a short encounter 
at close range, galloped over the crest 
of a ravine, the federals following. As 
the federals appeared on high ground 
the rebels poured in a heavy fire, and 
it was at this point that most of the 
federal soldiers were shot.

BUT “HUNTING 


Mexico City, March 12.—General. Diaz 
today saw a representative of The As- 
sociated Press, and replied to a number 
of specific queries touching upon the 
revolutionary situation. 

Diaz Not a Sick Man. 

He was not the sick man that in 
some quarters he has been made to ap- 
pear. His step was firm. He walked 
with an erect, military bearing, which 
is @ striking characteristic of the ex- 
ecutive. When he spoke his voice was 
strong and deep. 

“Some persons in the United States 
are persistently trying to make it ap- 
pear that you are not in good health, 
and that that fact menaces the stabili- 
ty of the Mexican nation,” it was sug- 
gested. ; 

“Fifty years ago,” he said motioning 
his caller to a seat beside a smal! 
table, and seating himself Opposite, “I 
can remember having had typhoid 
fever. Since then I have passed no 
time on beds of sickness.” 

“I pass my days in my office,” he 
continued seriously, “and frequently 
[ am busy until midnight. Is that 
the part of a sick man? TI have not 
been in better health in many years 
than at the present moment.” 

American Troops. 

“Do you consider that the presence of 
the American troops in Texas threatens 
in any degree to impair the friendty re- 
lations between the two countries?” he 
was asked. 

In reply the president said he had no 
right to and would not question the 
assurance given him personally by 
President Taft in that regard. : 

“Are conditions in Chihuahua anv 
worse than they were, say, two months 
azo?”

ON SUPREME COURT 


New York, March 12.—The sluggish- 
ness of the securities market last week 
in face of happenings with an impor- 
tant bearing on affairs testified to the 
previous anticipatory moves which had 
been made in speculation. Other 
events, stil! awaited, obviously, have a 
part also in restricting speculative ac- 
tivity. Most influential of these, in 
stock market estimcition, is the su- 
preme court decisions in the amti-trust 
cases. The immediate effect of these 
decisions ig, of course, problematical, 
but it is hoped that when they are 
handed down the financia| market will 
be made responsive to other factors 
which are now held in restraint by the 
desire to see the question cleared up. 

The proportions suddenly assumed 
by the Mexican problem tended to re- 
duce speculative activity, although the 
authoritative explanation of the gov- 
ermment military movements had a re- 
assuring effect. The reported disposi- 
tion to exclude from the activities of 
the extra session of congress an at- 
tempt at general tariff revision had 
ite part in modifying the influence of 
the subject. 

Further evidence of backward trade 
activity and of diminished raltiroad 
earnings had a part in halting specu- 
lation. The United States Steel Cor- 
poration’s monthly report of unfilled 
orders, however, showed that the 
steady improvement which has been in 
progreas in the steel trade of late has 
not been interrupted and the increased 
total of unfinished business at the first 
of the month made the showing a sat-

The report states that 
the increasing effectiveness of the 
merit system has strengthened the pub- 
lic conviction that it is indispensable 
to economy and efficiency in govern- 
mental affairs. It is shown that the ex- 
amination system tends to lessen the 
number of, employees required under 
similar conditions by raising the 
standard of efficiency and at the same 
time facilitates the extension of gov- 
ernmental activities to new fields by 
furnishing the best practicable means 
of testing qualifications for scientific, 
technical and professional work. 

884,088 Persons in Civil Service. 

The report shows 384,088 persons in 
the executive civil service, 222,278 of 
whom are in the competitive classified 
service. The number of competitive | 
classified positions, which does not in- 
clude mechanics and laborers at navy 
yards, ig shown to have increased by 
5,488. On the other hand, an opinion 
of the attorney general, rendered dur- 
ing the year, that mechanics and ia- 
borers at navy yards are not classified 
though they have been s80 regarded, 
gives an apparent decrease hy taking 
them from the figures of the year. The 
commisson urges the classification by 
executive order of these navy yard 
employees, showing that the classifica- 
tion of similar positions in other parts 
of the service is beneficial, and that 
the navy yard mechanics are perform- 
ing duties whose classification was 
contemplated by the rules.

tem and acceptance of this method of 
selection of the personnel of govern- 
ment organizations which has been 
adopted by more than two hundred 
cities and six state governments. 

The commission poins with the presi- 
dent’ and the postmaster general in 
recommending legislation to permit the 
classification of first, second and third- 
class postmasters and supports ear- 
nestly the president's recommendation 
to congress that he be given power to 
classify local officers whose appoint- 
ments are now subject to confirmation 
by the senate, favoring the classifica- 
tion of all except those responsible 
for the policy of the administration. 

Reclassification of Salaries. 

The commission urges legislation 
looking to increased efficiency in the 
service, especially a reclassification of 
salaries in accordance with the work 
performed, with enough grades to in- 
sure frequent promotions, some pro- 
vision for retirement and promotion 


on mérit to the higher positions. 

In its argument for reclassification 
of salaries the commission states that 
the present classification was adopted 
in 1853 under different conditions, and 
shows the inequalities resulting at 
the present time. Such a reclassifica- 
tion as that recommended by the Keep 
commission, which was reported favor- 
ably to the house of representatives 
by the committee on department meth- 
ods, is favored by the commission, and 
is considered prerequisite to the estab- 
lishment of any uniform plan of pro- 
motion on merit. After such a reclassi- 
fication the comntssion favors promo- 
tions in the service on the basis of 
efficiency records kept-and harmonized 
by a supervisory body. 

Satisfaction is expressed with the 
results of the application of the merit 
svstem to the diplomatic and consular 
services by presidential order, and the 
commission is heartily in accord with 
President Taft in his desire. expressed 
in his recent message, that the system 
be adopted by law. 

Political Activity of Employees. 

The portion of the report dealing 
with political activity of employees 
shows an increase in the number of 
cases investigated by the commission, 
most of them of a minor character, 
which it ascribes to increased facili- 
ties for detecting violations, fuller co- 
operation of the departments, and 
greater public sympathy, rather than 
a growth in the actual number, It rec- 
ommends the extension of the restric- 
tion on political activity to officers 
now unclassified. 

Though the total number of tempo- 
rary appointments increased during 
year, according to the report, there 
was a marked decrease in their num- 
ber in Washington, and the careful ad- 
ministration of the rule limited the 
number to such as were for the good 
of the service 

The report closes with a discussion 
of opinions rendered during the year 
by the attorney general on questions 
arising in the application of the civil 
service law, among them being that 
preference on honorable discharge on 
account of wounds or. sickness in-

Pitched headlong over the viaduct at 
Boulevard and Decatur street by three 
toughs who first robbed him of all that 
he had, 8. H. Wilmer, of Vining. Ga.. is 
in the Grady hospital in a serious con- 
dition from his injuries.

$12 in money and about $50 in checks 
from him. He fell to a hard roadbed 
20 feet below.

Do the authorities fear an attempt 
to lynch John Withrow, the young 
Fannin county wife murderer, before 
he can be brought a second time to the 
bar of justice? 

The feeling against Withrow has 
been intensely bitter, and at the time 


of the murder there were many threats 
against his life, owing to the circum- 
stantial evidence against him and the 
brutality of the deed. After his con- 
viction and sentence to death the sen- 
timent died down, but as time has worn 
on, and the supreme court has granted 
a new trial, the feeling Js again break- 
ing out, and this is thought to be the 
cause of a strange letter from Sheriff 
Jenkins to Sheriff Mangum, who is 
holding the prisoner in the Fulton 
county jail. The sheriff of Fannin 
county, in his letter, says in part: ‘“‘De- 
liver John Withrow to no one on mv 
order, as I will come in person for him 
in plenty of time to have him here 
when needed in our court.” 

The forging of an order and the im- 
personation of a deputy could be suc- 
cessfully worked by desperate men for 
a desperate cause, it is held, and it is 
thought that Sheriff Jenkins had this 
in mind when he wrote the letter. 

Withrow continues hopeful, and ex- 
presses a firm belief chat he will be 
cleared of the charge. It will be re- 
membered that he is the one who told 
the true story of the escapes from the 
Tower last January.

Withal, the professor is being made to feel the whiplash of 
censorious publicity—for the simple “offending” of stating that 
which was in his mind. 

With the details of his opinions, set forth in The New York 
Independent of February 9, we have little immediate interest. 

It may be he is right, wrong—partially both! 

But The Constitution is principally concerned with pleading 
for and insisting upon tolerance as the basis of the south of the 
twentieth century.

Even more an anachronism is the virtual abridgment’ of the 
right of free thought and free utterance.

It may be objected that the views Professor Banks expresses | 


are incorrect and threatening to the young men of our time. 

If that is the case—let them be combated in the open, dis- 
sected, analyzed, disproved mercilessly, but— 

Let this not be accomplished by the suppression of personal 
conviction. 

That is worse than the broadcasting of the most heretical of 
opinions. 

What the rising generation needs is to be shown both sides 
of every question. 

Let their fine manhood, their intellectuality, their intuition, 
choose between the two. Do not compel them to accept ex-parte 
versions, either of history or of economics. 

That is too much like mediaeval Europe, too much like Russia, 
too much like the witch-burning days of Salem, the human-baiting 
of the Spanish inquisition. 

The spirit in which the south ought to approach all questions 
and view each of its leaders is admirably put in the peroration of 
President Taft's recent speech in Atlanta: 


I earnestly appeal to the young men of the south to take up these and 
other political issues from a broad and liberal standpoint, to eliminate from | 
their consideration narrow partisanship and sectionalism, and to come fully 
into our national communion with the patriotic purpose of stimulating the prog- | 
ress of our civilization in every direction, maintaining our country’s prosperity | 
and accumulating its wealth, but always in subordination to higher ethical | 
standards and to the promotion of righteousness and justice. 


Tolerance! That is the key to which The Constitution has, 
probably in advance of all other southern papers, pitched its argu- 
ments for southern development. 

The civilization builded upon it is of flesh, blood, bone. ! 

The civilization from which it is stricken carries within it the | 
germs of decay. | 

Encourage free expression! Put a premium upon the man 
with the courage to speak his thoughts. Distrust, avoid, the leader :

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OUR VITAL STATISTICS’ FARCE. 


One of the distinguished speakers at the Southern Commercial 
Congress, Dr. John S. Fulton, secretary general of the Interna- 
tional Conference on Hygiene and Demography, devoted his entire 
address to the necessity of municipalities preserving vital statistics. 

He cited the penalties for not so doing, and deplored the loose 
system in use in most American cities. 

He need have gone no farther than Atlanta for an illustration. 

We have here an ordinance requiring the reporting of births, 


strictly observed, but even here there is much to be desired in the 
way of accuracy of designating the disease causing death. 

On the side of registration of births, titles to property involv- 
ing millions are in constant jeopardy by means of our haphazard 
method. 

Even the vital question of legitimacy, with its power to make 
or mar the individual happiness, is surrounded with no reliable 
determining safeguards. 

In Europe, over which we affect to have made such progress, 
the preservation of vital statistics by the state is almost a religion.

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CONSERVATIVE CONSERVATISM. 


John Hays Hammond, the international mining expert, ‘em- 
ployed strong logic in his speech at the last session of the Southern 
Commercial Congress, when he urged that the term “utilization” 
be used as “tantamount to conservation.” 

We owe an unquestionable duty to posterity, in the way of 
safeguarding the great assets of the country against the squanderer. 

But it is neither advisable nor sensible to forget the present 
generation.

That divergence has, as a matter of fact, been the issue between 
the extreme and the conservative advocates of conservation, particu- 
larly in the fat west. 

At the last national conservation congress there were plenty 
of able and patriotic Americans to express the belief that the nation 
was doing an injustice to various portions of the country in closing 
them to settlement and development. 

It is evident that we are merely in the beginnings of serious 
consideration of the problems of conservation. 

As each detail presents itself in succession, the need of a judi- 
cial attitude is the more convincingly apparent.

damaged the peach crop materially. 
‘Tis a pity, but it only emphasizes the 
advantages of north Georgia. While 
the peaches of south Georgia are 
ruined, the apple trees of north Geor- 
gia have not yet budded. The pros- 
pects for a big crop are most encour- 
aging. 

I am up here in the Blue Ridge 
mountains of Georgia—the natural 
home of the apple. In color and fla- 
vor and size, it does better here than 
anywhere else in the United States, 
according to the department of agri- 
culture.

I am only. honest 
when I say that for years the people 
in north Georgia have been sleeping 
on a gold mine. 

Four years ago, while on my sum- 
mer vacation to the mineral springs 
at this place, I bought an abandoned 
farm for the purpose of building a 
summer home. Then I began to in- 
vestigate. I had on my place about 
200 bearing trees. 

I became interesteq in apples. I 
found the soil and climate ideal. I 
saw that I was letting an opportunity 
slip from my grasp. The result was 
that in November last, I abandoned

my practice temporarily and came up 
here. I have built a graded road, had 
my orehard put in first-class conéi- 
tion, and am now putting out 2,000 
more trees. That is just the begin- 
ning, for I expect, in a few years, to 
have 10,000 trees. This spring my 
men will plamt ten acres in potatoes 
and four acres in cabbage This land 
has already produced 300 bushes of 
potatoes to the acre. and they keep 
here all winter through 

I had yesterday for ‘dinner cabbage 
and beets out of the garden That 
statement is rather startling. but true.? 
nevertheless. When the cabbages are 
headed in the fall, if they are pulled up 
and turn head down on the ground 
and a litle dirt thrown over them, 
they will keep sweet and fresh until 
spring The beets will remain firm if 
left in the ground all the winter 

The back-to-the-farm movement is 
now agitating the cities generally’ As 
a rule, those who abandon professions 
or business for the farm take up 
some speciality. If the 
death-on-small-salary men of the 
cities would come into the mountains 
instead of going to the south, they 
could earn a handsome imcome from 
the start, and in a few years have an 
orchard worth a fortune. A ten-acre 
apple farm in north Georgia properly 
cared for will make any man rich. 

You have in the past told of the 
beauties of apple growing in the moun- 
tains of the state. Tell it again with 


emphasis, and by so doing help many 
a poor fellow to help himself.

ACME LUMBER PLANT 
BURNED AT ROM 


Wind-Driven Flames Quick- 
ly Envelop Entire Prop- | 
erty---Loss $20,000. 


Rome, Ga, March 12.—(Special.)— 
One of the largest fires that has oc- 
curred in Rome for some time was that 
of the Acme Lumber and Manufactur- 
ing Company, located in North Rome, 
last night at 11 o'clock. In a very 
short time after it was discovered the 
whole plant was completely envcloped 
in flames. 

Nightwatchman Fuller discovered the 
fire among a pile cf shavings, and in 
his attempts to extinguish the flames 
was badly burned about the face and 
hands. A sharp wind was blowing and 
this fanned the flames into quick ac- 
tion, and by the time the fire depart- 
ment arrived the plant was a mass of 
flame and beyond hope of saving. 

The Acme was a frame structure and 
an easy prey for the flames.

The loss on the plant of 
the Acme company is $20,000. Some 


insurance was carried. The plant had 
recently been purchased by the O'Neill 
Manufacturing Company.

HOTELS OF ALBANY 
At SPREADING QUT 


St. Nicholas and the New 
Albany Will Be Mod- 
ernized. 


Albany, Ga., March 12.—(Special.)—

Brotherhood of Teamsters 
May Call Gen. & Strike 
in New York. 


New York, March 12.—In addition to 
the strike of union drivers employed 
by the Adams Express Company, to- 
morrow will see a walkout of six hun- 
dred chauffeurs employed by two tax- 
icab companies if an order voted by 
the chauffeurs’ union today is obeyed. 

The chauffeurs’ strike, it is said, 
would be independent of the express 
drivers. The companies affected are 
the New York Cab Company and the 
Taxicab Service Company. In the 
event of a chauffeurs’ strike, it is said, 
efforts will be made to induce all tax- 
icab drivers in the city to quit work.
